Rev. Father Kroupn of Spencer ls
at Battle Creek assisting Father
Walsh at the mission. The missgion
at Spencer will open next Sunday
night at 7:30 and that at Tiden will
not open until the Sunday after—the
22nd.-

The church {8 entirely too small
for the congregation and many have
to return home for want of sitting
room. Father 8hyne's instruction
Wednesday was on the “Fear of the
Lord.” He showed that those who
did mot belleve all God teaches and
use the means of salvation did not
possegs God's greatest gift, the gift
of fer. He spoke In part as fol-
lows:

Fear God,

If the fear of the Lord is but the
beginning of wisdom I have much
reason to fear there Is little or no
wisdom In many big heads. Great
gins have been committed In every
age, but ages that did not know how to
boast of refinement did know how to
repent and humble themselves be-
neath the absolving hand of God.
Oura can't boast of repentence, for It
is ignorant of the fear of God and it
doea not fear God because it does
not possess the spirit of God, and it
does not possess the spirit of God be-
cause He Himself says “He will not
dwell in man because he is flesh.”
It is the body and ita cares and con-
veniences and its comforts and its
enjoyments and its fleshy satisfac-
tion that the men and women round
about us all are earnestly seeking
and they have what they seek—
hearts ~without God, heads without
wisdom, except the wisdom that is
folly before God. For such people
there is little hope, for there is no
wisjom, there is no appreciation of
th'Jalmlgllt}' power of God and this
state Is reached by long continned
gin which has reduced them to utter
depravity, Of all your men these are
the most grossly fgnorant, but just
because of their ignorance they fancy
themselves refined, eduecated — and
gome of them may have exterior re-
finment skin deep—and in their su-
percilliousness they look from down
their fleshy tenements on the foolish
people who do not steal, mnor take
oaths, nor murder scientifically, nor
commit the sins that Saint Paul sayvs
should not even be mentioned among
christians. They think themselves
independent, but read of them in the
newspapers when their record is re-
vealed and you will see that they
*“Skip their bonds or die the death of
the suleide.”” They are more afrald
of a penitentiary than they are of
God. It was to them that Christ spoke
when He said "Fear not him who can
destroy the body, but fear him who
can cast both body and soul down in-
to hell.

Kinds of Fear.

There are various kinds of fear
which agitate me in this world of
ours. There is worldly fear, which

is nothing more than a dread of los-
ing what the world can give. The
man who was baptized and bronght
up a Catholie but has wandered away
from the fold is often a wanderer
from God because he fears he may
lose a political job or the trade of
the godless at his little store or shop.
There is a servile fear which s su-
"rnaturul and jis produced in the
goul by the fear of eternal punish-
ment. Initial fear comes at the be-
ginning of one's conversion.  “Will
not yon then fear me? saith the Loid;
and will you not repent at my pres-
ence?' And again: “The fear of the
Lord is the beginning of His love
and the beginning of faith is to be
fast joined untg it Filinl fear fis
the fear of the sons, of children and it
is the soul that has this fear that
the royal psalmist says: "“As the
father hath compassion on his child-
ren so hath the Lord compassion on
them that fear Him . Glory and wis-
dom shall be in their house."

This fillal fear is always united
with the love of God and It was found
in Chrigt Himself as we see from the
New Testament in Hig veneration for
His Father, in His dependence an
God, In His submission to his Fath-
er's will and in His hatred of sin.

Do you perceive this in the men
and women or even In the children
round about you? Have you this fear
in your own heart? Why not? Be-
cause your faith is dead or gone and
you are not united to God. Of you
He cannot say as He says by the
mouth of the psalmist, I am the the
partaker with all that fear Me"
You think you are independent by
not fearing, you are enobled by
doing so. Fear keeps you from tell-
fng the lasecivious tale to your lustful
admirers at the club, on the street
cornar, at the hotel, on the cars, In
the drawing room. Are you enobled
bz' your deed? Fear keeps you from
ghusing the name of the God who
died for you and from scandallzing
all who hear you, Are you less a man
by ceasing to revile your creator?
Fear of God makes the brave son,
the pure daughter, the dutiful hus-

band, the trae wife, the real patriot.
What are  you? Look  Inte  your
heart and answer. “Fear ye not them
that kil the body, and are not able
to kil the soul: but rather fear Him
that ean destroy both body and soul
Into hell™

Let  your prayer  be David'a:
“"PMerce Thou my flesh with Thy foar,
for | am afrald of Thy Judgments,”

One of these s a formula that con-
slsts of several ingredients that are
to be made up into a paste, Accord-
ing to the chemist, by allowing the
paste to remain on the chin or other
parts of the face for about two min-
utes, It will take the halr off smoothly,
giving a result simllar to what Is
known as “a clean shave."

The formula is as follows:
sulphidl, 26 parts; saponio pulvis, 245
parts; tritiel farnae, parts; ben-
zaldeyd!, quarter solution.

The formulary also includes rern-
adies for delirium tremens and a dis-
infectant for telephone receivers.

GAME BIRDS PLENTY,

Hunters will be Watched, However,
That They don't Abuse Privilege.
The open season for guall opened

Sunday, November 1, and for thirty

days the sportsmen of the state will

be permitted to shoot twenty-five
birds a day, if they are expert marks-
men. This is the first open season
for three yvears and it depends entire-
ly upon the hunters whether or not
the season will be continued from
year to year, An abuse of the privi-
lege to kill birds in moderate numbers

I8 very apt to result in the enactment

of another law by the leglslature pro-

tecting them, While a hunter is a|-|
lowed to slaughter twenty-five quail

in one day, he may have in his pos: |
gosslon at any one timo fifty. These
may be shipped to any part of lhul
state provided the hunter accom-

panies the shipment, but It i8 a viola-
tion of the law to ship them other-
wise. Birds may at no time be ship-
ped out of the state,

The number of quail In the state
has Increased enormously during the
Inst three year closed season and the
irds are remarkably tame. The
hunters have obsorved the letter of
the law and there have been but few
violations. Those which have occur-
ed have been progecuted and the
guilty persons severely punished,
There Is hardly a quarter section of |
land In the state which Is not the abld-
ing place of atleast one covey and in |
the westarn and northwestern sections
of the state the birds are very plenti-

ful, Game Wardon Cartor, who has
vieitedd all soctlons of the state within
the past few months says that In
gome counties the gamoe s vory tame
and might almost be Killed with a
club, During « drive one day, In
Coedar county, his dog flushed Nfty
coveys, nlong the rondside,

The pame warden's  departments
Intends to strictly oenforce the law in
rogard to shooting as far ne powsible
and many special deputles are to be
aworn In In ench county. Market
hunters will be watched closely and
progsecuted.  The sportamen's elubs of
the state will assist the game wardd-
ong In enforeing the law  and  the
“game hog™ will have lttle chance
of plylng hila voeation succesafully.

United States Coin.

Two thousand dollars I8 the price
receivod yesterday by Rollin G, Par-
vin, seeretary and treasurer of the
Union Deposit and Trust company of
Denver, Colo., for a sllver dollar
maide In 1804, The man who pald
this sum was H. G. Brown of Port-
land, Ore. The money was recelved
yesterday afternoon and immediately
on Its receipt Mr Parvin shipped the
coin via Wells-Fargo exproess,

The cause of this high price Is as
follows: In 1804 1,700 sllver dollars
were colned by the mint at Philadel-
phig, and they were to be used ex-
pressly for paying off American sadl- |
org, then stationed at Tripoll.  The |
ship on which the money was sent
wis lost and but six of the 1,700 dol-
lars wore ever discovered, Two of
these are at the United States mint
at Philndelphia, one Is at New York,
one at Omaha, the one Mr, Parvin
shippod yesterday and the ownership
of the other ig at present unknown.

Fate of a German Army Officer for
\Writing a Novel.

Berlin, Nov. 12 The militnry court
at Metz coneladed the trinl of Lien
tenant Wisen, author of the book en
titlod A Little Garelson,” and sen
tenced the Heatenant to slx monthy'
fmprivonment and to dismisonl Trom
thee army.
